On that day town officers are to 
be elected, but the townships 
will vote at the same time upon a pro- 
posed amendment to the constitution, 
providing that hereafter judges of the 
supreme court of errors and of the 
supreme court shal], upon nomination of 
the governor, be appointed by the legis- 
lature. It is an attempt to get rid of an 
elective judiciary. 

Georgia’s election follows on the 6th of 
the month, Connecticut's taking place on 
Monday and Georgia’s on Wednesday. 

Six days intervene between Georgia’s 
purely home contest, and the elections 
in Indiana, Ohio and Weat Virginia. 
Either side is willing to admit that 
these elections of the 12th prox. will 
clearly point out the next tenant of the 
presidential mansion. Ohio elects minor 
state officers, representatives in congress, 
and a legislature. The legislature to be 
elected will not have the privilege of 
electing a United States senator, unless 
Mr. Garfield is elected president—an al- 
together improbable contingency. In 
Indiana state officers, including a gov- 
ernor, representatives in congress and a 
legislature, are to be elected. The new 
legislature will select Senator McDonald's 
successor. West Virginia votes upon two 
proposed constitutional amendments of a 
judicial nature, elects a governor and 
other state officers, and a legislature. 
The legislature will name Senator Here- 
ford’s successor. This state, like Geor- 
gia, does not elect representatives in 
congress until the November election.

unfortunate. criminals sare but charnal 
honses, and places of torture and shame ? 
[ say it freely and candidly, that in iy 
judgment, they have not, for if they had, 
the document in question would never 
bave been given birth, and the people of 
Georgia would in consequence have been 
saved the disgrace from which they now 
suffer, 

I assert these cruelties which have been 
magnified into crime, do not exist as these 
gentlemen are so apt to suppose, and my 
assertion can be easily sustained by the 
affidavits, respectively, ef the twelve hun- 
dred and fifty-one convicts now divided 
between the several couvict camps in the 
state, should any gentleman deem it worth 
his attention and time to solicit them. 

Itis adeplorable fault of human nature 
that we are sometimes too apt in jumping 
at conclusions and converting our air 
castles into solid houses of unlimited pro- 
portions, It occurs to me that this faili:g 
vas, in so far as this matter is concerned, 
affected the authors of this obnoxious docu 
ment to a large extent. I have had the 
pleasure of visiting several of the camps in 
question, and but a few days ago very un- 
expectediv invaded Penitentiary Camp No. 
3, situated upon the Oconee river, in Greene 
county. The lessees of this camp are W. 
D. Grant and James M. Smith, with Mr. R. 
Pound as superintendent. it had been 
raining hard the greater portion of the 
moroing, and the weather in consequence 
was quite unpleasant. I alighted from my 
buggy and introduced myself to the 
superintendent, whom I found a 
very pleasant and affable gentleman. 
After a pleasant conversation of a 
few moments duration, Ii requested 
the pleasure of inspecti: g the camp.

The 
request was immediately granted, and ac 
companied by Mr. Pound, I proceeded to 
the convict quarters. I fuund the squad of 
05 men shielded from the raip in comlorta- 
bie quarters, and a jollier set of convicts I 
never saw before in my life. The greater 
portion had finished their dinner, yet there 
were enough eating their meal to give me a 
very correct idea ot their style of food | 
found it well cooked and plentiful, and of 
as nice quality as that usuaily given to pris 
yners in our local jails. They were of course 
chained as a precaution against escape, but 
with sutticient play to enable them to move 
at ease and pleasure within a radius of say 
ten feet. They seemed as contented and 
happy as it is possible for men suffering the 
degradation of penal punishment to be, and 
l heard no complainu from any of them. 
when the question was pnt to them. 
The centre of the room contained stoves at 
a distance of abeut ten teet apart, in 
which comfortabie fires were burning, the 
roum was freed from that unpieasant odor 
found in many of our jails containing a 
gregtnumberofprisoners From the quar 
vers, we entered the hospital but found no 
patients, there being no one sick in the 
cap. The room is comfor able and splen 
didiv adapted to the purpose for which it 
was intended. From theice we repaired to 
the kitcben; we found it presided over by 
one of the three women who belong to the 
camp and altogetherinas neat a condition 
as it was possibie foritto beafier having 
finished preparing the day's meal; in short 
[ saw nothing but I would have expected 
to see had I entered our county jai:, and | 
am sure there is none better keptin th¢ 
south than the ‘“‘hotel de Anderson.”’ 

That these statements are facts, I leave it 
forany oneto decide, who wili but take 
the trouble to investigate them personally, 
and 1 am free tostate thatI have ever 
fuund it so. wherever [ have come 
i contact with convict Jabor 
in Georgia, and while 1 do not 
approve the system, I can but assert that 
they are as well provided fur as the most 
exacting and partial citizen in the siate 
could reasonably expect. 

As to the cruelty existing throughout our 
convict camps. I have now to deal with, 
[bose who have at any time bad under 
their control a body of men, will at once > 
realize the necessity of discipline and sys- 
tem. There must be fixed and imperative 
rules and the proper diligence exercised in 
inforcing them. Were this not a fact, riot 
and ruin would invade the precincts of or- 
der and system, and society, deprived of its 
fundamental principles, fall into decay. 
rherefore, upon this principle, certain rules 
and regulations, not inconsistent with hu. 
manity and justice, have been adopted for 
ihe government of our convicts, and a 
wilful, premeditated deviation from them 
is checked by the proper punishment. It 
is true that in some instances, unprincipled 
and arrogant men, to whom the authority 
of “boss” has been delegated, have dared to 
violate the mandates of the law by a brutal 
and unwarranted course of action, yet 
it is inconsistent with truth and justice to 
charge it to all alike. I find that wher 
ever this has become known Wo the authori 
ties, the removal of the ‘‘boss’’ has imme- 
diately followed, as the records will show 
the fact. The penalties for violation of camp 
regulations are not inconsistent with 
humane feeling, and the exigencies of the 
moment, to preserve order and prevent 


riot. : : 
in short, Messrs. Editors, if our present 
system of convict labor is defective; ifit is as 
it is claimed a reflection upon a civilized 
and Chistian people, it is rather the faultof 
the legislature whichinstituted it than of 
any individual. If what are terined cruel. 
ties, do actually.exist, and I question it, it 
is rather the fault of the system, and the 
grand jury in the several counties in which 
these camps are situated, and whose duty it 
is to report upon them, than the executive 
of our state. This being the fact, 
it-is-a-s-h-a-m-e, and _ reflection upon 
an honest, humane and intelligent people, 
that the cartoon in question should have 
ever been circulated, and Georgians will 
not soon forget the injury sustained from 
it. Its obnoxious charges have already 
permeated to the farthest limits of our 
American government, and the gentlemen 
who originated it have succeeded admirably 
in supplying the republican party with the 
most magnificent campaign document that 
they could desire, to inflame the northern 
mind with prejudices at the ensuing presl- 
dential election. Is it not therefore meet 
for us, as Georgians, with the interest of 
Georgia at heart, to refu.e the slander and 
demonstrate at the polls, at the proper 
time, its utter falsity? J claim that it 1s a 

sacred and imperative duty so to do.
